Formation of » Cabinet and the Duties ••! 


Responsibilities of tiu Premier. 


Formerly in the British Governmen 


the King chose a certain number of ad- 
visers with whom he conferred on al 
matters of State. This constituted th« 
Pri ry Council. Its n umber was at first 
twelve, but this gradually increaaec 
until it became inconveniently large, 
and Charles U. cut the number down 
to thirty. But the Cabinet, as now 
known, dates from the year 1693, in the 
reign of William. This sovereign dis- 
covered and adopted two important 
principles in his government; first, thai 
the Ministry should be made up 01 
statesmen holding the same political 
views, and secondly, that it must com- 
mand the majority of votes in the Legis- 
lature. The working of these princi- 
ples was attended with much hindrance 
and difficulty at first, out has now ar- 
rived at a degree of exceptional per- 
fection. The necessity for the resigna- 
tion of the Premier and the Cabinet, 
therefore, is founded on precedent, and 
this precedent has for it» foundation 
the important constitutional principle 
which demands harmony between the 
legislative and executive branches oi 
the Government. The Cabinet of Greal 
Britain stands between the sovereign 
and Parliament— it is directly respon- 
sible to the former for its management 
of executive business, and also respon- 
sible to Parliament for its executive con- 
duct and its legislative measures. 
All 


important measures which engage the 
attention of the Government, and all 
plans of action must be proposed and 
considered by Iht Cabinet. In its ac- 
tion it must be united, for when differ- 
ences anse between its membeis the 
Cabinet is thereby dissolved, and its 
measuies must meet the approval and 
adoption of Paihainent, otherwise the 
Cabme,t must give way to those who 
can secure Lho support of the popular 
representatives 
When a Cabinet is to 


be formed, the sovereign entrusts its 
foimation to a leading statesman. 
He 


selects a oeitaiu number of prominent 
members of both houses who hold his 
political views. 
He usually places 


himself at the head of the Cabinet as 
First Lord of the Treasury, and is pop- 
ularly known as the Premier, or Prime 
Minister. 
The other members are 


chosen from the Government officers, 
who receive their official appointment: 
from the sovereign, with the approval 
of the Pumn Minister. The Cabinet 
always includes the Lord Chancellor, 
tho Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
Secretaries of State for Home, Foreign, 
Colonial and Indian Affairs, the Secie- 
taiy of War, and the Lord President of 
the Council, and with them are asso- 
ciated ceitain other heads of Depart- 
ments, generally the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, the Presidents of the Local 
Government Board and of the Board of 
Trade, the Postmaster-General, and 
sometimes one or more of the chief 
officeis for Ireland. The Cabinet need 
not always include the same list of of- 
ficials, and sometimes a person who 
lias no Government office has a seat m 
the Cabinet because of his political in- 
fluence. All the members of the Cab- 
inet, however, must hava seats in ona 
of the Houses of Parliament, as that 
body has the power at any time to call 
in question any act of the Cabinet and 
demand its explanation and justifica- 
tion. — -Chicago Inter Ocean.

The Family's Wishes in Regard to the 


Funeral—The President and Cabinet , 


to Attend—The Arthur Estate. 


The "Vermont Legislature Takes Action 


on Ex-President Arthur's Death. 


MON TPELiEK, Vt., Aug. 30.—The death of 


ex-President Arthur was made the subject 
of legislative action yesterday morning m 
a joint resolution presented in the House 
by Judge Poland. Judge Poland said it 
was perhaps appropriate for him to offer 
the resolution, inasmuch as his father was 
a near neighbor of the father of Mr. Ar-_ 
thur in Waterville. He spoke of the Presi- 
dent's father as a very worthy and excel- 
lent man, and referred to the history of 
the Arthur family while they lived hi 
Waterville and Pairfield. Judge Poland 
fittingly alluded to the public services of 
General Arthur prior to his accession to 
the Presidency, and said: 


"No man ever entered upon the duties 


ol that high office under greater embar- 
rassments than did the successor of the_ 
lamented Garfield. There was an appre-' 
honaion felt by many that the Vice-Presi- 
dent would not prove to be possessed of 
tho necessary qualifications to make a 
good Chief Magistrate, but before the. 
close of his administration President Ar- 
thur was regarded not only by the Repub-' 
licau party, but by all the people, as an. 
upright, wise and judicious man. He left 
tho presidential office with tha highest re- 
spect and esteem of the entire country." 


Speaker Grantj in putting the question 


to tho House on the adoption of the reso- 
lution, made a few appropriate remarks. 
Tho Senate then by an unanimous vote 
adopted the joint resolution in concur- 
rence. 


Brief and fitting remarks were made on 


the life and public services of the dead ex- 
President by Senators Baker and Swain. 
Jefl'ersonian Simplicity—A Private and 


Unostentatious Funeral. 


Nr.w YOHK, Nov. 19.—Flags fluttered at 


half-mast from hundreds of staffs in this 
city this morning, and on every hand indi- 
c utious of grief lor the death of ex-Presi- 
dent Arthur were visible. The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery, of Massachusetts, of 
which General Arthur was an honorary 
member; the Albany Burgess corps and 
other military organizations have tele- 
graphed condolence and volunteered for 
escort duty or any other service which 
might be acceptable to the family. Mr. 
Head, General Arthur's private secretary, 
wired acknowledgements of the offers, but 
in accordance with the wishes oi the fam- 
ily of tho deceased ex-President, all escort 
is declined and the funeral services will be 
us private and unostentatious as possi- 
ble. The only military body which will 
participate in the exercises is a company 
of artillery, whioh will escort President 
Cleveland.

party. 


The funeral will take place on Monday

1; includes property on Sixth 
avenue, above Central Park, known as the 
Red House property; real estate ou the 
boulevard near One Hundred and' Thirty- 
eighth street, the Lexington avenue house 
and other property up town. 
His estate, • 


including personal property, is thought to 
be worth between J200,000 and HOO,QQO. 
Allan and Nellie Arthur inherited from 
their mother property valued at about

tate and stocks. 
General Arthur owned 


real estate also at Long Branch. He made 
a will several years ago, which will be 
read possibly Monday evening after the re- 
turn of the funeral party from Albany, or 
early next week.

It has not yet been decided 


whether he can receive the two salaries, 
but the Sergeant-at-arms of the House of 
Representatives is in doubt, and until that 
doubt is removed by an authoritative legal 
opinion, Mr Cox will not probably receive 
the $3,000 involved. 


A Shocking Suicide.

Speech ot Fred. J. sinlth at Mt. 


Olive. 


It is surprising when we take Into constder- 
tion the vastextenc of the United States with 
ta millions of acres of uncultivated, fertile 
and, that there ehou Id 
1 be millions ol hirelings 


ir wago.workers of the white race who do not 
iwn it foot of land. The, fault Is not so much 
it tho people as of those who governed the 
lountry Irom Its'first settlement until the 
year 1880. The hrst settlements were made on 
•rants of the English crown of va-iaeotiom 
if land to a few rich men, who brought with 
betn from Europe thousands of poor labo: 
irs who wera bound in A contract to work 
five years for four shillings per month wages, 
Uhousands who hud no money were sold as 
slaves to those who paid their pas-uifre over 
iho sea. The lords of these groat manors fixed 
ihe price ot laud so'high that It was Impossi- 
ble lor u poor man to purchase a single acre. 
At tbe commencement ol' tho Kevolutionary 
War not tnore tbau one lu four of tho adult 
male population nwuod land. Wages f or com. 
mon labor was irom tour to five djllars p^r 
iiouth, wblle elorhingcoat double what it does 
now. In tuose days ttio wat'e worker was 
ooked upon as representing so much trash 
ic had no voice m tbe government. No> e 
jut ihose who owned Jund 
- r negroes wero 
allowed to vote. Slavery existed in all the 
nates but one. This Borviie lite had dogmdtic 
.tiuso poor white people *o such an extent that 
when slavery was abolished ia tho New Kn- 
rlttnci dtateB they opposed It with all tbeh 
nlgnt. They loured it would miuo tbe ne 
f roes their equal; then they could iooK down 
jn no UttSB beneath themaelvea. 
The Kov'olutloimry War was not fought nor 


the Declaration of Independence made with 
an IJOB of elevating labor. Nono wero con 
Bidi red men in tile Declaration except ttume 
who owued land or negrois. Umveisai suf-

When Kansas was organized, a largi 
number ot wage-workera from thu north,witb 
tbeir tttmilieB, moved 10 ihe territory thu.ttb.ey 
mlyht have neb pialrie farms 01 their own 
but ine south aunt bauds ol drunken, lawlusi 
men to murder these poor men and drlvt 
thorn trom their now iotiuu bom« s.

Is there au> 
wonaer that there are six million poor, land 
less white mon In tbe United aiatesV During 
bis long slave period tbero waa but llttlo ma 
cbinery used; uourly everything WHS done bj 
hand. Consequently there was work ior ail 
Bat by reasou of a low tariff, a lack of capita 
and an Insulliolent and goueruliy wonhlL-B 
currency, wages were t>o iow taar. Jit was 1m 
possible for tiie wage-worker to save money 
to buy land. In IBjy mechanics and day-labor 
ori? jn most of the states received only abou 
half thewiures tbey get at present; clothing 
cost then double what it doeii now. Tber 
waa no organised labor, and but little capita 
for tabor to tight, Tao wage-workers wore 
too poor to stilko; If be IjBt u single day' 
work at the wages he then received, be o 
some of his lamlly would have gone hungry 
Tbo war brought in tbo dawning of a betie 
and brighter era lor tho hous ot toil. It-wa 
like the creation ui' a now beaveil and a ne- 
etti tb "or him, iju which lie was to i-ocolve 
fair and just remuneration t c his lanor—no 
In worthless wllduat money, bnt In green 
baoka as good aa the government that issuei 
them. Too party of oqual rigats anil profires 
bad come into power, and by itB wiae nuorft 
and progressive polioy, had intusod eneigy 
life and tbe greaiest activity into alt tbe lu 
duatries of tbo country. The iion'OBtead bll 
TUB passed, giving farms to ail who woul 
settle on tbe public! land. Tho people wer 
supplied with a good currency, aud plenty o 
It. A high tariff was placed on foreign im 
porta; inducements given to capital to bull 
railroads in tbe unsettled territories, opoului 
(bem to settlement. Then, from tno plne-ola 
bills of Maine to the goldeu sunds of tbo 1'a 
oitto. commenced a time ol indubtrial actlvlt 
such us the world had never seen belore 
Hundreds of thousands ol (arms were 1m 
proved and became the prosperous hupp 
homes of many who had never betoro own.e 
a foot of land. New cities and towns sprau 
up as it by maglo. The GUI ling smoke ol bus 
factories could be seen from almost ever 
hill. The bauds ot sslllsh conservatis* tha 
lor centuries had kept labor bound and belp 
less had been broken, and the wage-worke 
now felt and kuew himself a man. Ho no Ion 
ger went to church dressed lu blue cotton dri 
ling, but wore broadcloth. His wlte If sh 
chose could wear ailk. His children were u 
well clothed tbat a stranger could not distin 
gulshthem on the streets Iroin those ot th 
great capitalist. He was no longer compelle 
to live on coru dodder and bacon, but hla ta 
ble was we.l supplied with boolstcak. an 
bread and many luxuries He read tbe news 
papers, took part In politics and t'elc nimaei 
a free, independent American citizen, wit 
none above bitu. Hundreds ot thoie wuo tui 
1'ormerJy beou poor renters settled on th 
government domain and beoam prospeiou 
lords ot the soil. Millions of mechauiuo i n 
laborers became possessors of good substan 
tial homos in the cities and '.owns. It la a lac 
that cannot lie disputed tbat labor created unc 
developed more capital between 1801 and 188 
than in tho one hundred precedtug j-eats 
During these twenty years the amount savec 
and hoarded by the wage worker-i tar exucet 
od tbo entire amount earned per capita fo 
twenty years before the war. During thes 
twenty years tbe gieat Pacific railroad am. 
huudreda of others were butlt, giving employ 
uieut to hundreds of thousnuda of a,en to rui 
them and keep them in repair. Also opening 
for settlement mllllona ot acres ot lertliu lam 
tbat would never have been improved bai 
there been no railroads. During these twenty 
years labor created and developed wealth to 
the amount of more than twenty thousanc 
millions, and for four years of the time kep 
In the field more than a million men dgbtlng 
for the Union. Now, my lellow wage-workers 
why this unprecedented prosperity? Simplj 
for the reason that our government gave us 
plenty of currency, a hign tariff, spent large 
sums in public improvement, which induoec 
capital to freely invest, and men to Industri 
QUBly work. Then there was no over-produe 
tion, there waa employ ment for all the peoplu 
at good wages. Tuey had money to buy oil 
that was produced. Instead ot buying five 
pairs oi shoes for their family a rear, BB they 
are compel led lo do in tight times, they bought 
ten pai rii Other thugs iu proportion, bo you 
see, my OSarfriends, tbe eryof over-piodnc 
tion la a humbug. Theuegoodaed prosperous 
times continued unti. ihe wbeois of progrtsa 
met with an obstruction In tbe form of what 
was called tho Farmers' and Greenback Move- 
ment. The farmers had for years received 
inch a high price for their products tbat many 
of them bad beoome ricb, self-important and 
irialocratio, and concluded Ibac tbey were tlw 
brains ot the country and oupht to run tbe 
government. They commenced a relentless 
war against tb? railroads whioh had the etteoi 
ooluioet enilrely stop railroad butiaing, ii 
>eing at that time one of the greatest Indus- 
Ties of the country. As a consequence more 
.ban a hundred thousand men were thrown 
out of employment. 


Now it is a principle in the philosophy of 
abor that the destruction of one great Indus- 
try demoralizes all tho others, therefore when 
railroad building came to a stand-stlll.a panic 
was created In ail the marts of labor and was 
'ollowed by great depression in all kinds ol 
Jusiness. During the next lew rears the 
wajre workers had a pretty hard time, but 
wages never got down to tbe low flgure I hey 
were before the war. After the resumption of 
pcelepaj-ment by the g-overnment times )m- 


proved, and labor for tbe several following 
rears was well .remunerated. But for, tbe last 
'ew years a spirit of cowardly oOnJerWIBm 
seems to have controlled-the actions of our 
government, thereby olog'glng tbe'wlieel* bf 
progress. Tbat great humbug, civil service, 
and the distribution, ol tbe offices, seem to be 
the only things tbat occupy tbe attention of 
tbe powers that be. Yen, my friends, what Is 
called olvil service reform is an insult to the 
American mechanic and laborer. ' 
Tbe law was made for tbe special benefit or 
the rich monied aristocracy, who »re able- to 
give their sons a collegiate education. Iri 
competitive examinations by tbe board the 
poor man's son may have every necessary 
qualification required to Hit tne poaittoa 
sough ,but the rich man's son will,every time, 
get tbe position, for be will have a smattering 
ot GreeK and Latin, and will be able 'to 'ex- 
plain certain useless technical terms that the 
otter knows nothing of. There are two forces 
tha< are continually at work lu this world of 
ours—one the force of progress urging the 
people forward In everything that elevates, 
rennes and adorns humanity; the other a con- 
strvailve or rather a pusb-Dack force, crowd- 
ing back the wage-workers to a position of 
feudalism occupied by their fore-fathers of a 
hundred years ago. We are well aware that 
there Is in this country to-day a strong1 ele- 
ment tbat would like to shove labor back to 
the degrading position It occupied before tbe 
war; but this will never be accomplished, lor 
lubor will noon be as well and strongly organ 
tztu as capital. 
Three hundred thousand 
Knights of Labor are banded togetber in sup- 
port of truib, justice and for tbe financial 
moral, social, polit c-l and intellectual educa 
tion of the masses. W« are opposed to those 
who preach anarchy, lor we don t want to tear 
dowu, but build up. We beileve tbat elgh 
hours should everywhere constitute a day' 
work, for the reason that there Is a supply o 
labor for which there Is no demand. We 
therefore, want to divide the t.me with our 
idle brother, that he may live and bave his be 
lug. We will not support any man for con 
srrees who Is not in favor of a tar ff giving al 
possible protection to American lndustrles,foi 
we are well aware that there Is nothing we 
wage workers consume that pays duty,eioep 
p ihepsatrlne ou coffee and sugar. Wears 
in favor of giving all possible fair induce 
ments to capital to invest in railroads, mine 
ana manufacturing, lor well we know tba 
auch investments give employment to labor 
We arc opposed to being ruled by the Sollt 
South, for we fear that tbose who once owned 
slaves have but little sympathy for free white 
labor. We believe that the supply of labor lu 
the United States la greater than the demand 
therefore, we are opposed to the importation 
of any moie foreign labor. We are In favo 
of giving every soldi" r who fought for the 
Union and soldiers of tbe Mexican War a pen 
slonol one hundred and Qfty dollars per year 
lor the reason that it would be a great factor 
in solving the labor piobiem It would enable 
those half-worn-out old veterans to retire 
from hard labor; their places could be alle< 
by active young workers, it would also give 
the U. H. treasurer a chance to disburse the 
surplus revenue, of which he says he has so 
much that he does not know what to do with 
It 
Wo are opposed to selling any more ot the 
public land in large quantities to rich corno 
ratlons.or foreigners, ,Jt should be sold onU tc 
actual settlers in quantities not to exceed 16C 
acres per settler. 
We beileve that there 
should be established, at public expense,!) 
each o unty, schnolH where poor boys ooult 
be taught the mechanical trades and to run 
all kinds of maohlney. We are in lavor o 
giving moral and material aid to our brethren 
in Ireland, and our prayer IB that Ireland may 
soon be free from the center to the sea.
